Horner is the at- 
torney for the Merchants Associa- 
tion and he told the counci! that his 
organization is going into the al- 
leged ineffictency of the police de 
partment and when it had finished 
its work its finding would be turn- 
ed over to the counci! for final con- 
alderation and action. He asked the 
council to defer any action in the 
matter until the Merchants Associa- 
tion had. filed their findings and 
recommendations. .
